Mrs. Wilder was 
dead when an examination was made.

DRASTIC. CENSORSHIP 


VER CABLE SERVICE 


No Connection With Germany 
and Austria—Britain En- 
forcing Censorship. 


New York, August 12.—The restric- 
tion of its cable service since the out- 
break of the European war was de- 
scribed in detail tonight by the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company. All 
telegraphic connection with Germany, 
Austria and Hungary is broken and 
cables leading to other countries are 
subject to rigid censorship. 

Unusual requirements regulating the 
sending of messages have been dic- 
tated by the British military authori- 
ties, it was stated, and messages which 
do not conform to 
will not be passed. Code messages to 
the warring countries are barred alto- 
gether and will be, the company be- 
lieves, until the war is over. 

Restrictions 
that full addresses, including 
and number, must be given and all 
messages must be signed with full 
names of senders. This requirement, 
the company declares, greatly § in- 
creases the cost, but is necessary if 
the messages are to be got through. 

The Western Union stated that not- 
withstanding abnormal conditions 
abroad, traffic was being disposed of 
over its eight cables with reasonable 
promptness. Beyond London the serv- 
ice is slow, but fairly reliable, except 
to the three countries for which 
messages are accepted. 

Code and other messages to Cuba, 
Porto Rico, Hayti, San Domingo (via 
all cable route), Central and South 
America, except British Honduras; 
Brazil and British Guinea and to Hono- 
lulu, the Philippines, Japan and China, 
except Hong Kong and points reachea 
through Hong .Kong, are accepted as 
usual. 

Messages to all other countries or 
places must be written in plain Mng- 
lish or French, except to Switzerland 
and Turkey, where plain French lan- 
guage only can be used. 

The company said the British mili- 
tary censors will not pass service mes- 
sages inquiring as to the delivery of 
messages, nor will they pass service 
messages calling for the repetition of 
words.

BAGGAGE ABANDONED 
IN RUSH TO GET AWAY 


In Paris Mobs Were Beat-, 
ing Germans and Smashing 
Their Shops—Many Hard-,

New York, August 12.—The Ameri- 
can liner Philadelphia, with the first 
great crowd of Americans who rushed 
from Europe after war was declared, 
arrived in New York tonight. There 
were 703 persons in the cabin and 309 in| 
the steerage. Virtually all were with- 
out baggage, many without money, and 
all told stories of hardships. 

The Philadelphia sailed from South- 
ampton a few hours after England de- 
clared war on Germany. The first day 
out a fleet of seven French torpedo 
boats and three submarines was sight- 
ed. One of the torpedo boats hurried

The war vessel cir- 
cled the liner several times, its officers 
looking closely at the faces of the 
passengers crowded on the _ decks. 


When the French naval offi- 
cers were sure the Philadelphia was 
an American vessel and that the pas- 
sengers were Americans, one shouted, 
in excellent English, that the Phila- 
delphia might proceed. The passengers 
cheered the French ships. The cheer 
was returned and the war vessels 
steamed away. 

Husbands and Wives Separated. 

tefugees in the steerage were given 
the freedom of the ship. The men were 
separated from the women, however, and 
in some cases husbands were separated 
from their wives by this regulation. 
Rather than sleep in the steerage, 
scores slept in the smoking ‘room, on 
the boat deck under the boats and life 
rafts, and in steamer chairs. Four 
persons were in every cabin. 

As the Philadelphia neared her pier 
the crowd waiting on shore shouted a 
welcome to the refugees. Then for a 
quarter of an hour the whole river re- 
sounded with cheers. 

The regulation preventing a ship 
which arrives after sundown from pro- 
ceeding to her dock until the next 
morning was waived tonight. The 
Philadelphia djd not reach quarantine 
until after 9 o’clock. The port au- 
thorities did everything possible to 
have the ship and its load of passen- 
gers move quickly and an hour and a 
half after she arrived in the lower 
bay the last of her passengers had 
gone ashore. : 

Hundreds on board_had rushed from 
the interior of France and Germany. 
Travelers from Paris told of mobs 
swarming through the streets, break- 
ing windows and looting German 
shops. Others told of Germans in the 
French capital being beaten by gen- 
darmes and excited citizens. 

Baggage Left in Streets. 

Streets near the railroad stations 
were piled high with abandoned bag- 
gage. So great was the rush of Ameri- 
eans from France to England that 
small steamers, constructed to accom- 
modate from 600 to 900 persons, car- 
ried 3,000 men, women and children 
across the channel.

SOUTH AMERICA 
MUST SELL ALSO 


Unable to Market Goods, It 
Will Not Have Money to 
Buy Ours—Plea for Some 
Action Is Made. 


(From the Chicago Tribune.) 

South America’s cali to North Amer- 
ica is not only for the merchants and 
manufacturers of this nation to sell 
them wares, but also to purchase their 
products. If South America can not 
sell the raw products of her soil and 
mines, it will not have the money with 
which to purchase the products of the 
factories of the United States and a 
financial crisis will ensue. 

Director John Barrett of the Pan- 
American union has issued another ap- 
peal to the banking, shipping, manu- 
facturing, exporting and importing in- 
terests of the United States “to give 
at this moment every possible aid and 
attention brought on by the European 
war.” 

Outlet for Exports Necessary. 

He dwells particularly on the neces- 
sity of furnishing an outlet for the 
South American exports, which amount 
annually to $1,177,000,000 as against 
$961,000,000 of imports. Of the export 
trade, $700,000,000 oes to Europe, 
$250,000,000 to the United States and 
the balance to various other countries.

“With the principal markets for their 
raw product temporarily closed against 
them, these. ten countries are looking 
for a place to disposee of their Ac- 
cumulating stores, and if the import- 
ing interests of the United States, in- 
cluding the manufacturers of raw ma- 
terfal, can relieve the _ situation by 
increasing their purchases, 
save the South American business in- 
terests from a financial crisis,” said 
Mr. Barrett. 
Another matter which Mr. Barrett 
calls to the attention of the shipping 
interests in the United States is the 
need for replacing Huropean bottoms, 
which are now withdrawn from the 
sea, with ships sailing between North 
American and South American ports 
under the protection of the American 


flag. 
Ports in State of Blockade. 
“As nearly 90 per cent of the exports

and imports of these South American 
countries,’ said Mr. Barrett, “are car- 
ried in German, British and other 
European bottoms, all the principal 
ports, like Rio de Janeiro, Montevideo, 
Buegs Aires,. Valparaiso, Vallao, -and 
La Kuayra are in a state equal to that 
of a formal blockade. 

“The majority of the vessels will be 
absolutely unable to operate for many 
months and possibly for several years, 
and there is no limit to the suffering 
that will come to these countries and 
ports if their facilities for sending out 
their exports and bringing in the nee- 
oumaey imports are not quickly rem- 
e ed.”

N NELMS MYSTERY 


Evidence Tends to Show 
That Two Sisters Were 
Murdered in Cottage in 
San Antonio. 


Ry Britt Craig. 

The determined efforts of a heart- 
broken brother to hunt down the slayer 
of his sisters, are rapidly shedding such 
light upon the mystery of the Nelms 
sisters that government secret service 
authorities are likely at any moment to 
make an arrest in the case. 

That was the situation in San An- 
tonio when I left Monday for Atlanta, 
after having followed the trail of the 
missing sisters from Atlanta to Monte- 
rey, Mexico, on an investigation by The 
Constitution. 

Officials of Baxter county, Texas, are 
lending their aid to Marshall Nelms in 
the investigation and are prepared to 
prosecute when the proper evidence 
ig secured. 

It is understood that San Antonio of- 
ficials have recommended to Washing- 
ton that action be taken against Innes. 
Inquiries in Washington received only 
evasive replies, giving the impression 
that Washington is preparing to act 
in the case. Department of justice of- 
ficials refused to comment on the mat- 
ter. The same men who formerly said 
positively that the department would 
take action, now decline to talk. 


Evidence of Double Murder. 

The investigation now itn progress 
devolves around a cozy little bungalow 
in the suburbs of San Antonio, where 
live Mrs. E. Williams and her sister, 
all in a panic over the notoriety that 
followed the discovery of evidence 
tending to show that a double murder 
had been committed within the vine- 
clad walls of their cottage, This house 
was found during the latter part of last 
week. It is located in one of San An- 
tonio’s most fashionable suburban com- 
munities, and was occupied by Victor 
E. Innes and his wife during the month 
of June 

When The Constitution’s investiga- 
tion revealed such a mass of evidence 


in San Antonio and vicinity and show-'| 


ed conclusively that the vanished heir- 
esses had gone to the Texas town— 
and probably to the Mexican border— 
Marshall Nelms traveled at once to San 
Antonio. Kelentlessly he plunged into 
the mystery with.a reckless disregard 
for fatigue or overwork. 

It wasn’t long before he had con- 
vinceed the government that his sisters 
were dead. His own evidence and that 
unearthed by The Constitution's inves- 
tigation were put before Chief Robert 
Barnes, of the San Antonio bureau of 
government investigation, as competent 
a criminal investigator as ever operat- 
on western soil. And when Chief 
Barnes saw the evidence, it didn’t take 
iong for him to be convinced that the 
murder had happened in San Antonio. 

Investigators Collaborate. 

Thetwoinvestigations began at that 
point: in collaboration—The Constitu- 
tion's with the brother's. Within four 
days it was learned that Innes had oc- 
cupied the cottage of No. 120 Wilkins 
avenue, and that he had departed on 
June 28 for El Paso, Texas. An in- 
vestigation was made into the house. 
It revealed suc&® a field of unmistaka- 
ble evidence that not only young Nelms, 
but secret service and county officials 
are satisfied that both girls were slain. 

It was learned that Innes, accom- 
panied by his wife, had answered a 
newspaper want ad in The Express in- 
serted by Mrs. E, Williams, who 
planned rentang her bungalow for two 
months during the summer while she 
was out of town with her sister. In- 
nes rented the cottage for a month, 
paying $75 in advance. He Bigned the 
riame of Victor KE. Innes to the rental 
papers. He has since been positively 
identified by Mrs. Williams. So has his 
wife.

Mra. Innes Nervous. 


When Mrs. Williams returned, she 
found Mrs. Innes in a highly nervous 
state. She feared the woman would. 
collapse. She, feared her husband.carried 
with them, in addition to their bag- 
age, several bulky bundles wrapped 
in newspaper. The floor of the two bed 
rooms and the bath room were 
splotched with acid, and there were 
dark finger prints, presumably dark- 
ened by blood, on the door and window 
facing. 

Bed quilts, rugs and bed spreads had 
been nailed over the windows. Huge 
wire nails had been left protruding* 
from the woodwork. Canvas had been! 
stretched across the back porch, A | 
tiny hole in the cloth, not big enough | 
for a girl's little finger, had been plas | 
tered over with court-plaster. Mary 
Alexander, the housemaid and cook of 
Mrs. Willlams, who hdd been left at 
the service of Innes and his wife, and | 
who lived in a little dwelling in the} 
rear, was discharged after the second , 
day of the Innes occupancy. 

She had cooked breakfast for them 
twice, They informed her that they} 
would need her no longer., On or about 
the 17th day of June she returned, sus- 
pecting that Innes or his wife would | 
have some employment for her.

went in the rear of the house. The, 
front door was securely locked and all 
windows were down. The back pogeh 
was canvassed in and the door Was 
bolted. She knocked and Mrs. Innes 
appeared. She was followed by her 
husband, who told the girl, according 
to her statement, to leave at once and 
never come again until the return of 
Mrs. Williams. 

The servant girl had left some be- 
longing in the house. She asked per- 
mission to go get it. Mrs. Innes kept 


her in the porch steps while she, her- 
self, went after the possession. . 


Destroyed Blood Corpuscles. 


specimen of the acid spots were 
for examination to a chemist. 
Hie found that the acid had been 
ficiently strong to destroy all trace 
blood corpuscles. It was an acid ap- 
parently sulphuric. that would have 
destroyed a human body within an 
amazingly short. time. The § finger- 
prints were not discovered until after 
the chemical analysis.

The house was ransacked for clews,.

Nearby was 
found the section of vertebrae, which 
has been sent to a skilled specialist 
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for examination Dr. A. Sachs, @ San 
Antonio physician, upen viewing it, 
stated the belief that it was human, 
but could not be positive. No report | 
has yet been received, however, upon} 
the second examination. 

And then it was the neighbors began 
volunteering information. Innes had 
been seen for two days during the mid- 
dle of June, industriously feeding a 
fireina regulation-size heater that had 
been erected in the backyard. He kept 
this up for two afternoons hand-run- 
ning-—from noon until dusk, On one 
occasion, when the nehrest neighbor, 
R. BP. Green, approached the board 
fence that separated the Green home 
and the house at No. 120, Innes turned 
his back and sought to conceal a 
bundle which he was throwing, piece 
by piece, into the flames.

They emerged from 
the house at No. 120 Wilkins and 
walked half a bloek to the car line at 
Presos avenue, where they caught an 
inbound trolley car. Neither Green nor 
any of the other neighbors, ever saw 
much of Innes or his wife. They Kept 
closely to the “house of mystery,” and 
created considerable neighborhood gos- 
sip by their actions. 

Big Pot Boller Found. 


While Marshall Nelms and 1 were en- 
gaged in the task of digging up the 
well-kept backyard of No. 120 Wilkins, 
a neighborhood boy came across the 
fence dragging a big pot boiler that 
was about 4 feet in circumference and 
a foot and one-half deep. It had been 
given him, he said, by Innes while he 
was occupying the Bilkins avenue ad- 
dress. 

It was stained with acid and was 
badly rusted, although untouched spots 
of enamel showed that it had only re- 
cently been taken from the shop shelf. 

On Sunday afternoon it was found 
that Horace Kelton, head prescription- 
ist of Fischer's drug store at Alama 
Plaza and Houston street, had priced 
a carboy—twelve gallons—of sulphuric 
acid during the middle of June to a 
man answering the description of 
Innes. Kelton declared that his pros- 
pective customer had protested at the 
price, and had left the store, saying 
he would buy the acid in New Orleans. 
An investigation was being made when 
I left San Antonio into the wholesale 
drug firms to find if the acid had been 
sold. 

All this evidence is in the hands of 
the United States secret service. There | 
is no doubt that an arrest will soon| 
be made. There is this much certain: 
Marshall Nelms need not be expected 
back until he brings matters to a 
close. He is the most persistent, tire- 
less 23-year-old outlay of Nemesis 
that ever went upon the trail of a} 
wrongdoer. He has gone forth upon! 
the trail to find the man who killed 
his sisters, and, mark my words, he'll 
get him! 

He's just that kind.

The Ger-, 
man commander concludes with the re- ' 
mark that “it must not be forgotten 
that the Belgtan force is numerically 
superior to ours.”  ‘

Says Senator Made No 


Move Against Lincoln 
Johnsoh Until Watson 
Held Him Up to “Scorn of 
White People.” 


Render Terrell, campaign manager 
for former Governor Joe Brown, now 
candidate for the long term in the sen- 
ate, yesterday furnished The Consti- 
tution with the following card: 

“To the People of Georgia: Senator 
Smith says that a ‘campaign of inex- 
cusable falsehood’ is being conducted 
against him, and cites as an instance 
the charge that he allowed Lincoln 
Johnson, the negro lawyer of Atlanta, 
to remain recorder of deeds at W ash- 
ington city for fifteen months after the 
democratic administration had been 
sworn in. 


“He quibbles over the use of the |} 


present tense, in my reply to Mr. Henry 
McCord, his campaign manager, in ref- 
erence to this negro’s continuance in of- 
fice, whereas the past tense should 
have been employed. Instead of saying, 
therefore, ‘why is it that he permits the 
negro, Lincoln Johnson, to remain in 
the office of recorder of deeds, where 
he bosses white people as underlings, 
I intended to say, ‘why is it he per- 
mitted, etc.’ 

“Since Hoke Smith, according to his 
partisan friends in Georgia, is the one 
potential force in Washington, and 
everything beneficial to the farmer and 
to Georgia is done by Hoke Smith and 
the government, it is not slander to say 
that he permitted this’ negro Lincoln 
Johnson to remain in his place as re- 
corder of deeds, bossing white men 
and white women. We merely have 
his statement that months ago he 
urged the president to remove him. 

Watson Forced Move. 

“Everybody in Georgia knows that 
Senator Smith did not make a move in 
this direction until Hon. Thomas FE. 
Watson put a coal on his back, and was 
holding him up to the honest scorn of 
the white people of this state. 

“Why doesn’t Senator Smith see that 
a white man is now appointed in the 
place of this negro? Is he waiting 
until after the election 
Lincoln Johnson may be restored 
this position or some other negro ap- 
pointed in his place to carry out a se- 
eret bargain made with the negroes of 
the doubtful states prior to the last 
presidential election? 

“In his reply Senator Smith overlooks 
the point that I made about his 
mitting another negro, Bob 
trial justice of Washington City, pre- 
siding over the liberties of white peo- 
ple, to be confirmed by the body over 
which he supposed to wield such 
powerful influence.

WARM RECEPTION 
FOR JUDGE HARRI 


In the Presence of Between 
1,500 and 1,800 Persons He 
Delivers Eloquent Speech 
at the Forsyth Theater. 


Judge Nat E. Harris, of Macon, can- 
didate for governor, was given a splen- 
did reception at the Forsyth theater 
last night when he addressed an au- 
dience of between 1,500 and 1,800 men 
and women. The weather was miser- 
able. The rain was descending in 
sheets long before the hour for Judge 
Harris to appear, but this fact did not 
dampen the ardor of his supporters. 
Had the weather been fair the theater 
no doubt would have been taxed to its 
capacity. As it was, it was one of the 
largest audiences which has ever as- 
sembled to hear a political speech in 
Atlanta. And, withal, it was a rarely 
sympathetic and appreciative audience. 

On the stage with Judge Harris, 
Chairman Massengale and the execu- 
tive committee of the Fulton County 
Harris club, were seated a number of 
confederate veterans from the Soldiers’ 
home as well as others more fortunate 
from their own homes. The Soldiers’ 
home delegation was headed by Dr. 
Amos Fox, treasurer of that institution. 
They came to the theater on a special 
car chartered by the Fulton county 
club. 

The stage was draped attractively 
in the colors of the University of Geor- 
gia, Georgia Tech, Wesleyan Female 
college and the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college, of each of which 
Judge Harris is and has been for years 
a trustee. Miusic was furnished by 
Wedemeyer’s band, which played “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” “Dixie” and 
other lively tunes in the intermissions 
of the program of speeches. 

St. Elmo Massengale, as 
of the Fulton county club, introduced 
John A. Hynds, one of Judge Harris’ 
strongest supporters in the county, and 
Mr. Hvynds introduced Judge 
with a brief speech of ecomium. 

Judge Harris began by paying his 
respects to Atlanta, the capital city, in 
which he aspires to sit as governor. No 
city in the south has surpassed it in 
progres during the last half century, 
said he. He described its rapid growth 
and declared “Atlanta has become for 
the state of Georgia the center of in- 
telligence, nucleus of wealth and 
throne of political power. She contains 
one-tenth of the population of Georgia. 
Her influence extends to the utmost 
bounds ofthe state. Paying one-eighth 
of the entire revenue of Georgia, she 
sends out her tribute through every 
department of government into the 
state at-large.”

What Atlanta Can Sell. 


As specific illustrations of demands

Y naasiteds alone imports over $1,000,000 
worth of candy from Europe—chiefly from 
countries now in the thick of the conflict, 
There is no reason why Atlanta candies, 
crackers and biscuits cannot take the place 
of European ones in Buenos Alres. 

Argentina buys $1,500,000 worth of shoes 
annually, of which only $400,000 have been 
imported from the United States and a very 
small proportion of this from the south.

In both Argentina and Uruguay there {Ig 
a large and constant demand for metal 
articles of all kinds, including wire fenc- 
ing, nails, bolts, bars, hoops and rails, such 
as are manufactured in Atlanta. 

Large amounts of sugar are raised in 
northern Argentina in the province of 
Tucuman, which has the climate of south 
Georgia, in connection with which there ig 
a great demand for sugar manufacturing 
machinery such as is produced in Atlanta, 


Demand for Cotton Goods. 


Cotton goods in great quantities will be 
needed by the department stores of Buenos 
Aires, which are among the largest in the 
world. There is no reason why this demand 
cannot be supplied by Atlanta business 
houses exporting the products of the mills 
of Georgia and other southern states. Buenos 
Aires is a thoroughly modern city of over 
1,500,000 inhabitants and the capital of the 
Argentine republic with a foreign trade of 
nearly $1,000,000,000 for its population of 
8,000,000, giving it the largest per capita 
foreign trade of any country in the world. 
There is almost no manufacturing in Ar- 
gentina, but the people are thoroughly 
modern in their wants and this furnishes a 
peculiar opportunity for a city with a 
diversified manufacturing industry such as 
Atlanta. Your firms manufacturing under- 
wear, Overalls, neckwear and shirts can all 
find sale for their produots, 
the statement that the same may be said 
of practically every article manufactured in 
Atlanta. The Buenos Aires representative 
of the Chieago Association of Commerce 
has cabled his home office that the depart-

In this time of opportunity it is 
liarly fortunate that the National City Bank 
of New York, with statesmanlike wisdom 
and foresight, sent two highly trained 
Spanish-speaking men to Buenos Aires and 
Rio Janeiro a month .and a half ago to 
found branch banks there, so that Atlanta 
manufacturers wishing to enter the export 
trade will not lack American banking 
facilities. It is as easy to get commercial 
ratings on South American houses as it ts 
on domestic houses, since the great Amert- 
can rating companies all have branches in 
the principal South American cities.

Commerce Department Branch. 

Atlanta is fortunate in having a-branch 
of the United States department of ecom- 
merce and doubly fortunate in having such 
a highly qualified man as W. A. Graham 
Clark at the head of it. He ig thoroughly 
acquainted with the work he has in hand. 
having canvassed every country in the 
world to find markets for American cotton 
goods. 

Argentina has been importing annually 
$34,000,000 worth of cotton goods alone from 
England, France and Spain, to say nothing 
of such purchases from other European 
countries. There is no reason why a great 
part of this could not be supplied from 
Georgia and other southern states. 

A helpful sign of interest in securing 
this trade is the action of the Riverside 
mills, of Augusta, which have sent a very 
competent young man to Argentina to jn- 
vestigate and report to them on the mar- 
ket for their goods. 

Why cannot the mills of Georgia capture 
some of the Turkish towel business, of 
which there is a great volume at Buenos 
Aires? Macon concerns should get busy and 
sell more boilers and machinery to fill the 
demand formerly met by the great Belgian 
boilerworks at Liege, destroyed last week. 
Columbus should sell more cotton thread, 
cotton twine and other textiles ‘in South 
America. 


Training Our -Young Men. 


While the present demand is to reach out 
and take advantage of the opportunity that 
is now before us, I think it highly important 
that serious consideration be given to 
preparation for the future, particularly 
along the line of educating our young men 
so that they will be fitted to take an active 
part in extending our commercial enter- 
prises in South American fields. Why can- 
not our schools take hold of thi® matter 
and make Spanish a prescribed course? It 
is to be hoped that the new Methodist 
university to be established in Atlanta will 
have a chair of Latin American history ang 
economics to train young Georgians in this 
most important matter. While the estab- 
lishment of branch banks by the National 
City Bank of New York is of great advan- 
tage just at present, enabling southern 
merchants to do ‘business withodt going 
through the hands of English or German 
bankers, I trust SQhat the day is not far dis- 
tant when there wi be southern banks 
with branches in Buenos Aires, Montevideo, 
Rio Janeiro and other important South 
American cities, and I should personally like 
to see some one of the great Atlanta banks, 
or several of them in common, take the lead 
in this matter.

S what The Sun had to Say recently in an 
editorial entitled “The Absentee Re ‘presenta- 
tives:’ 

“If the absentee representatives whose 
hnon-attendance on the se Ssions of the house 
constitutes a national scandal persist in their 
betrayal of their constituents, that body, in 
defense of its dignity and the protection of 
its usefulness, will fail to do its duty if it 
does not impose upon them the full penal- 
ties for their misconduct 

“They should be taken under arrest to 
the chamber of the house, their attendance 
should be compelled through the sergeant- 
at-arms, and their compensation for the 
periods of their absence should be with- 
held. This much the house could and 
should do. 

“But the punishment for their failure to 
keep the compact they have made with their 
country should not end with this official 
action.

WOMAN AND ChILD 
DROWNED AT FORD 


Two Buggies Swept Away 
and Three Other People 
Narrowly Escape in Swol- 
len Streams Near Bowdon.

COMING TO DUCKTOWN 


Will Be Prepared to Give Tes- 
timony About the Alleged 
Noxious Sulphur Fumes. 


That Attorney General Warren Grice 
is moose with success in his prosecu- 
tion of the case of the state against 
the Ducktown Sulphur, Coppes and Iron 
company and has now definite hope of 
relieving the farmers of the Ducktown 
and Blue Ridge section from the de- 
struction of ther crops by the sulphur 
dioxide fumes emitted from the fur- 
naces of the defendant company, is in- 
dicated by a communication which has 
just been forwarded to him from C. F. 
Marvin, acting secretary of the United 
States department of agriculture. 

The letter states “that the depart- 
ment has ascertained that the noxious 
fumes emitted from the furnaces be- 
longing to the Ducktown Sulphur, Cop- 
per and Iron company are injuring trees 
on the forest reserve located in the vi- 
cinity of the company’s plant. Conse- 
quently, it is essential for the pro- 
tection of the trees that a pa@manent 
injunction be issued in the case re- 
quiring the company to abate this nui- 
sance.” 

The letter further states that on Au- 
gust 12, which was Wednesday, it would 
have the following experts at the Duck- 
town furnaces to ascertain the nature 
and extent of the damages done the 
trees and crops with a view to giving 
expert testimony at a future hearing 
of the case:

RADICAL STEPS 10 PAY 
FOREIGN OBLIGATIONS 


Proposed by New York Bank- 
ers—Syspension of the Re- 
serve Rule Suggested. 


New York, August 12.—Radical steps 
were proposed today by New York 
bankers for settlement of this coun- 
try’s international obligations. One 
suggestion laid before the federal re- 
serve board was suspension of the law 
regarding reserve requirements for na- 
tional banks. An alternative was en- 
actment of legislation by congress per- 
mitting banks to count national bank 
notes in their reserves. Either would 
lessen the amount of gold banks must 
hold and enaible them to ship from the 
country. 

Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the 
City bank, telephoned to 
Washington to Charles S Hamlin, g0v- 
ernor of the federal reserve board, sug- 
gesting suspension of reserve require- 
ments if the board thought it feasi- 
ble, and asked if it were possible to 
take such action before machinery cre- 
ated under the new law had been put 
into operation. Mr. Hamlin said, ac- 
cording to Mr. Vanderlip, that the mat- 
ter would be brought before the board. 

Fear a Drain of Gold. 

These matters were brought up at a 
meeting of a special committee of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce, at- 
tended by Mr. Vanderlip, J. P. Morgan, 
Jacob H. Schiff, E. H. Outerbridge and 
Seth Low and others. When news of 
the plans discussed by the committee 
reached the financial world, fear was 
expressed that the result of any such 
action would be to start once more the 
drain on the country’s gold supply. The 
proponents of the plan, however, felt 
there was no such danger. One inter- 
pretation placed on the proposal to in- 
clude bank notes in legal reserves was 
that it would mean the suspension of 
specie payment. Mr. Vanderlip char- 
acterized this as untrue 

At the meeting it was stated 
about $2,000,000 was immediately 
European creditors. Members of the 
committee expressed the opinion that 
whereas it recently has been imposs!- 
ble to settle foreign obligations in gold 
such payments now qere possible, at 
least to English creditors, through an 
arrangement whereby the Bank of 
England gold is to be held in trust by 
the Canadian minister of finance at 
Ottawa. 

Opposed to Exportation of Gold, 
opinion was expressed in the 
financial district tonight that any steps 
looking toward exportation of consid- 
ble sums of gold would meet strong 
opposition. Bankers who favored such 
action said, however, that should the 
plan be adopted, in their opinion, there 
would be no heavy exportation of gold, 
since accumulating english credits 
would utilized for payment of Amer- 
ican grain and other exports

sale of securities for cash, but barring 
marginal transactions. The money 
market continued dull.

HOW LONG WILL GREAT 
WAR OF WORLD LAST ? 


Everybody Is Speculating, But 
No One Knows—-Some 


Precedents. 


(From The St. Louls Post-Dispatch.) 

How long will the war last? 

It’s a fool question, of course, be- 
cause there is no certain answer. But 
when there is an unanswerable question 
it is custom to look up precedents. Here 
are a-few precedents: 

The two most recent “Central Euro- 
pean” wars were settled in an amaz- 
ingly short time. In 1866 Prussia and 
Austria went at each other's throats 
over the juicy Schleswig-Holstein bone 
—to which neither of them, by the way, 
had any right. That war lasted only 
seven weeks, and it ended in Prussia 
giving Austria a terrible and humiliat- 
ing beating. 

Drauee and Sardinia also gave Aus- 
tria a crushing defeat in 1859—In a war 
in. which the general fightin lasted 
less than a month. This jist does not 
include Italy’s earlier and feebler strug- 
gles for liberty, against Austria, as in 
1848-49, etc. 

Franco-Prussian War Short. 


In July, 1870, France and Prussia 
went to war. The general fighting in 
that war lasted barely a month. Of 
course, the siege of Paris and other 
maneuvers dragged on much longer. 
But the actual clash in the fleld began 
early in August and ended early in Sep- 
tember. 

The Russo-Turkish war, six years 
afterward, was longer by a year or 
more, but the Turco-Greek war in the 
nineties was a matter of one swift cam- 
paign. The Russo-Jap war was also 
comparatively brief. 

In our own history here is—roughly 
—the duration of the important wars: 

Revolutionary war, eight years; War 
of 1812, two years and eight months; 
Mexican war, two years and eleven 
weeks; Civil war, four years; Spanish 
war, seven and a half months (with 
bulk of fighting done in two and a 
half).

HARVESTER TRUST | 
TERMED MONOPOLY 


Dissolution Is Ordered by 


| Majority Decision of Fed- 


eral Court—Appeal to Be 


Taken. 


St. Paul, Minn., August 12.—The In- 
ternational Harvester company today 
was declared to be a' mpnopoly in re- 
straint of interstate and ‘foreign trade 
and was ordered dissolved by a major- 
ity decision filed here by Judges Smith 
and Hook, in the United States court. 

Judge Walter H. Sanborn dissented. 

Unless the corporation submitted a 
plan for dissolution within ninety days 
the court will entertain an applica- 
tion for a ré@veiver. 

Judge Hook, in the prevailing opin- 
ion, said: 

“The International Harvester com- 
pany was created by combining five 
great competing companies which con- 
trolled more than 80 per cent of the 
trade in necessary farm implements 
and it still maintains a substantial 
dominance. 

“That is the controlling factor, 
else is detail. 

“It may be, as is said, that there is 
a growing recognition of the need of 
great concentrated resources for trade 
and commerce. But that is not the 
Sherman act. 

“A statute must taken by the 
courts as a true estimate of the prepa- 
rations of public opinion? It is not for 
them to question whether that opinion 
was rightly weighed and) interpreted. 

“It is but just, though, to make it 
plain that in the main the business 
conduct of the company toward its 
competitors and the public has been 
honorable, clean and fair.” 

Judge Sanborn Dissents. 

Judge Sanborn, in dissenting, said: 

“The controlling issue in this case 
is not what combination or monopoly 
was made in 1902, 1903 or 1904, nor 
whether that combination violated the 
anti-trust law. It is, were the defend- 
ants in 1912 doing or threatening to 
do acts unreasonably restraining or 
monopolizing interstate or foreign 
trade. 

“Sections one and two of the anti- 
trust law forbids combinations and 
monopolies in undue restraint of inter- 
state or foreign trade. Section 725, of 
the revised statutes, bars prosecution 
under these acts for such violation 
three years after they are committed. 
If, therefore, a combiration or monop- 
oly was made in 1902, 1903 or 1904, the 
proceedings to punish was barred many 
years before this suit was commenced. 

“The evidence adduced in this case 
not only fails to show that the defend- 
ants were unreasonably restraining or 
attempting to monopolize interstate or 
foreign trade. or threatening to do so 
at the time this suit was commenced 
and for seven years before that time, 
but they establish the converse.” 

Judge Sanborn points out that the 
anti-trust law is a resurrection of the 
ancient English rule of public policy. 
insists that it does not forbid al} 


all

Weight of the Evidence. 


He goes on: 

“The weight of the evidence of the 
agents of the defendant's 
competitors, who came in large num- 
bers to testify, was overwhelming that 
the almost universal practice of the 
defendants was and is free from all 
methods and acts either unlawful, un- 
fair or oppressive toward their com- 
petitors.” 

In concluding, Judge Sanborn said 
that to him the suit seemed to prevent 
a new case under the anti-trust law. 

“Neither the Standard Oil company 
case nor the American Tobacco com- 
pany case, nor any other authority cited

Appeal to Be Taken. 


Chicago, August 12.—The 
case will be taken to the supreme 
court of the United States as soon as 
possible, according to a statement made 
here today by Cyrus H. McCormick, 
president of the International Harves- 
ter company.

“The adverse decision is a great dis- 
appointment. As I understand it, it is 
not based on actual wrongs done in 
the conduct of the business of the In- 
ternational Harvester company, but 
upon the elimination of competition 
more than ten years ago between the 
companies whose properties were pur- 
chased by it. 

“The opinion acquits the company 
and its officers and directors of the 
charges of over-capitalization and un- 
fair and appressive policies and prac- 
tices.

War.” 

So, with a very few exceptions, we 
see that the more modern the war the 
shorter it is apt to be, especially when 
only Central Europe is involved. For 
example (in actual fighting): Austro- 
Prussian war of 1866, seven weeks:

PEACEFUL ENTRY 
~ INTO MEXICO erry 


Arrangements Are Made to 
Turn the Capital Over to 
Carranza—Federal Troops 
Leave With War Material. 


_ Mexico City, August 12.—Arrange- 
ments for the peaceful entry of the con- 
stitutionalist army into Mexico City 
were made today by foreign diplomats, 
who yesterday went to Teoloyucan and 
conferred with General Carranza, the 
constitutionalist leader. 

This information was given out at 
the Brazilian legation on the return of 
the diplomats’ special train. 

No date for the constitutionalist en- 
try has been fixed. 

The federal army is quietly moving 
many troops and large quantities of 
ammunition and other war material 
out of the capital the Mexican 


railway. Their destination has not been 
made public but it is believed the move- 
ment is the forerunner of a general 
evacuation. One brigade of infantry 
already has gone and numerous troops 
of other branches of the service are 
leaving. It is rumored their destina- 
tion is the Isthmus of Tehvantepec, 
where the army will await action of the 
new government.

For many weeks Villa has been re- 
cruiting and buying ammunition, and 
Carranza has not objected to shipment 
of munitions via Tampico. Toda vy, how- 
ever, he called a halt. ; 

Reports of increasing friction be- 
tween the two constitutionalist leaders 
reached here today from various 
courses. General Villa sent to persons 
here a Synopsis of the reasons why he 
is displeased with Carranza’s attitude. 
He sets’ forth that he will insist on 
carrying out the agreement recently 
reached at Torreon when the breach 
tentatively was adjusted. 

Villa’s Demands. 

Villa's demands, in brief, are 

First—That a _ civil instead of a 
military government be established 
throughout Mexico and a general elec- 
tion be conducted by it; that no mili- 
tary chief be provisional here and that 
no military chief be provisional gov- 
ernor of any state. 

Villa himself is military governor of 
Chihuahua from which post he is will- 
ing to retire and he wants Carranza to 
retire as first chief. 

second—tLand reforms should be put 
into effect in accord with the Mexican 
constitution and in a lawful and orderly 
way 

Third—The present federal army 
should be dissolved, but its meritorious 
officers and men be taken over into 
the new army of the republic. com- 
posed of the constitutionalists forces. 

Fourth—Amonesty shall be given all 
political offenders except those directly 
responsible for the overthro® of 
Madero and Suarez. 

The first of Villa’s demands is exact- 
ly opposite from Carranza’s previously 
announced program. 


Scheme Suits Carbajal. 


The entire plan as given out by close 
friends of Villa shows thatthe fighting 
general has drafted a scheme _ with 
which the present federal army and 
especially the generals now supporting 
the Carbajal govegnment are entirely 
in sympathy. Officials, inctdentally, 
have been advised that, while the fed- 
eral army is evacuating Mexico City 
to allow a peaceful entry of the con- 
stitutionalists without subjecting non- 
combatants in the capital to the dan- 
gers of a battle, the federal serene, 
estimated at 40,000 have not finally de- 
termined what to do. The federals want 
guarantees, and General Velasco, min- 
ister of war to Carbajal, has intimated 
in an official communication to Car- 
ranza that if guarantees are not given 
and amnesty declared, a counter revo- 
lution undoubtedly will follow and an 
effort be made to join forces with Villa. 

George C. Carothers, special agent 
of the state department with General 
Villa, has left here after many confer- 
ences with Secretary Bryan, and will 
resume his work of reporting to the 
American government on the activities 
of Villa.
